King Henry I1., with the words: “ In thee 
alone, after God, do the people of the 
land put their trust.” Once more, after 
seven hundred years, an English king 
holds the keys of Jerusalem, —(Generá! 
Allenby entered the city at noon on Tues- 
day. His account of the ceremony, which 
the Prime Minister read in Parliament 
yesterday, shows that the captor of 
Jerusalem is not only a brilliant soldier, 
but a great gentleman. In 1898 the Em- 
peror of Germany visited Jerusalem, with 
the nominal object of opening a new 
church, but really as a commercial traveller 
in the interest of German trade. He wore 
the mantle of a Grusader, adorned with a 
large red cross. By his wish the beggars 
of the city were interned during his visit. 
He caused a portion of the city's ancient 
wall to be destroyed in order that bis 
carriage might have free passage. He 
preached a sermon on the Mount of Olives, 
In a word, the Kaiser, when visiting the 
most sacred spot on earth, behaved with 
the taste of a Nero and the folly of a 
Caligula. His conduct will help us, per- 
haps, to understand the German explana- 
tion of the Turkish evacuation of 
Jérusalem, “ No nation which believes in 
God,” wo are told by the sackers of 
Louvain and the wreckers of Knaeims, 
“wishes the sacred soil to be the scene of 
bloody battles.”” General Allepby's entry 
into Jerusalem was the sim , as it was

Everywhere the Turk is reeling urtler our 
blows, and hope is reviving in the hearts 
of persecr ed millions of Christians and 
Moslems. At the moment when Germany 
is massing her forces for her fiercest, per- 
haps her final, effort on the ‘Western front 
that Asiatic Empire which has been the’

General Allenby has noí forgotten to do | 
honour to the memory of the great Caliph 
Omar. His proclamation to the people, 
like Sir Stanley Maude’s at Bagdad, is 
the prelude to an era of peace, security, 
and law, such as the oppressed popula- 
tion of Palestine has not enjoyed for many 
centuries. The Germans, as their news- 
papers indicate, are following General 
Allenby’s progress and policy with much 
uneasiness, They profess to believe that 
his clemendy and toleration are only 
British cunning in disguise. Perhaps, 
they do believe it, for clemency and tolera- 
tion are no part of the armoury of Prus- 
Sian militarism.
